The relations between King Ferdinand 
and Carol have long been notoriously 
strained, their temperaments, which are 
strikingly ‘similar, and their desires, 
which are frequently different, leading 
to continual clashes. Conséquently it is 
thought. that the King,.who is 60 years 
old,. welcomed the: opportunity to re- 
place his-troublesome son, aged 33, with 
his infant. grandson.

Daniel Vincerit, the present ‘Minister 
of Commerce, and Joseph Vaillaux, for- 
mer Finance Minister, both today with 
this object published in German news- 
papers articles demonstrating the. neces- 
sity and profit’ ofthe unification of 
European industrial and commercial in- 
terests by reciprocal commercial treaties 
of a constructive character. 

M. Vincent in a Magdeburg newspaper 
writes: , 
+“A customs union of the great pro- 
ducing peoples of Europe evolving into 
a confederation ofthe United States 
of Europe is doubtless still: in the do- 
main of anticipations, but if we afe to 
organize International work and give 
commercial currents the direction they 
have followed guring thé last cent 
we must seek new solutions and evisage 
all possibilities.” 

Cooperation Idea Firmly Held. 

“The idea of collaboration and cooper- 
ation among the European peoples in a 
joint effort to improve their conditien 
has, _M. Vincent thinks, taken firm hold. 
The increase in the cost of living by 
the creation ‘of artificial industries 
through protective tariffs has, he says, 
had a big effect and brought the dif- 
ferent countries of Europe to a realiza- 
tion that they cannot continue to live 
under the present régime. 

It is through operation of the League 
of Nations that he foresees an extension 


in the exchange of raw and: manufac- 
tured materials, under natural Unre- 
stricted conditions, which wil] permit 
different countries with surplus prod- 
ucts to find an outlet and receive eco- 
— exchange. 

Caillaux has in the. same sense 
written an. article. for the Hamburger 
Frembenblatt, in-.which he envisages a 
commercial union of the “‘debtor coun- 
tries of Europe,”’ ‘which will be able at 
least to hold its éwn against the gold- 
backed commerce of the United States.

questions as the monarchical form of 
government, Fascism, education, litera- 
ture and the rle of the peasantry in 
Rumania. The interview was on Dec. 
13 and has added interest now as a 
result of Carol’s- mysterious renuncia- 
tion of the throne and of his royal 
prerogatives. 

With "regard . to monarchical Goveds 
ment, Carol said: 

“To tell the truth I-have never raised 
that question to myself and I don’t 
know what to reply.’ No, I cannot. * * * 
If you wish to have my own opinion, 
I can tell you that I am’a monarchist 
and that I am. conviriced that if the 


-monarchical system is not a physical 


necessity it ig nevertheless an irven- 
tion useful for insufficiently developed 
countries, I have the impression that 
the monarchical traditions are very im- 

portant .to the preservation of national 
unity, both theoretically and practically 
speaking. I think: that the monarchy 
is the best guarantee of the —— 
development of a country, in the best 
sense of the term. 

“The question whether the- monarchy 


is an agreeable institution to us, whose 


fate imposed -upon the role of 
rulers, ‘that is a different question.’’
